Three hundred members of the 
Infantry Wing in charge of Major

busses at 1 o'clock for St, John, 
where they were joined by a hun- 
dred cadet; from the Macrdonald 
College CompBT.y, in command of 
Major T. W. M Cameron. Tnc 
cadets formed into a hollow square 
around the barracks square and the

First the dragoons put on a dem- 
onstration of infantry platoon drill 
with rifles, at the conclusion of 
which they gained s round of ap- 
plause from the assembled cadets. 
Major Bcrieau expiaiaed iha: each 
platoon on acuve service, was 
equipped with such a truck and de 
tailed the contents 'M'ith which the 
truck ij loaded. The truck con- 
tains sacks for great-coats, the 
men's pacits. 3 machine-guns, an 
anti-tank r:fi€. a mortar, hand- 
grenades, wireculling equipment, 
trenching tools, nets, ammunition 
for the rifles and gims of the pla- 
toon and other necessary equip- 
ment. 

DemowtTftlcs Fiiactioiis. 

While the functions of the truck 
and its equipment were being ex 
plained, the demonstrating platoon 
were donning camouflage helmets 
and jackets. Helmets are camou 
flaged 'oy a special cloth cover 
which fits over the "tin-hat" and 
has holes in it through which 
'oranches and whisps of grass can 
be placed to offer confusion to an 
o'oserver. 

In battle order, the platoon 
marched several times about the 
square showing the organizatioii of 
such a unit. Numbers four carried 
Brec guns as well ai the,r jiflct 
and numbers five carried Iripodt 
for the guns, while number nine in 
the rear rank carried the anti-tank 
rifle. Other numbers were equip 
pcd With nflc-t only.

Photosensitizatio n 
Discussed as Method 
Of Investigation 

The speaker was introduced by 
the President. Dr. p. G. Stevens. 

Dr. Steacie discussed Photosensi- 
tization more as a method of inves- 
tigating mechanisms of organic de- 
composition reactions, than in in- 
terpreting results obtained. 

Organic compounds decompose 
generally by a iirst order reaction, 
and when sufficient energy to dis- 
rupt the connecting bonds has been 
added, to the molecule, decomposi- 
tion will occur. The activation 
energy is thai number of quanta of 
energy which must be localized in 
a given bond before reactions oc- 
curs. Most organic compounds de 
compose by the split of .a single 
bond to give free radicals; any sub 
sequent reaction product is due to 
the interaction of these radicals. 

The value tor the strength of the 
linkage between pairs of atoms is 
rather uncertain, but in a given 
compound is the energy required 
to split a given bond. In general, 
Ihe C-C link is weaker than the 
double-bond C bond, which, in turn. 
Is weaker than the triplc-boi\d, or 
the C-n bond. 

Sliidy Rlliane 

In illiidying the decomposition of 
ethane tl\crmally, energy i-aii be 
added ill llie form of heal to the 
poiiil where a reasonable iiuiiibcr of 
ethane inoleriiles have enursy in 
excess of that required to rupture 
Ihe C-C link.

NAZI ECONOMY 
TO BE TREATED 

Professor Moritz J. Bonn, Econ- 
omist, to Give Lecture 

Adtlrcss to Deal With Ger- 
man Economic Factors in 
Present War 



"The Economy of Nazism" will be 
Ihe ."îiihjrcl of a If-cturp by Profps.'ior 
.'VIoril/. ,f. Ronn, .-luthorily on eco- 
nomics. Wednesday at 8.15 in Moysc 
Hnll. T^p .spc-ikcr will explain 'he 
economic îiruc'.urc of Nazi Ger- 
many and will deal with the rea- 
sons for many predictions of its 
imminent financial collapse ever 
since the advent of Hitler to power. 
In connection with the current Eu- 
ropean hostilities, Professor Bonn 
will evaluate Germany's chances of 
financing a long v,ar. 

After the close of the Grea'- V/ar 
Professor Bonn acted from 1919 to 
1921 as adviser to thé (German gov- 
ernment on the problems connected 
with war reparations. He was for- 
merly Rektor of the Har.deU-Hoch- 
schule of Berlin and recently has 
been a lecturer at the London 
School of Economics. As a faculty 
member of the Geneva School of 
International Studies he has done 
research work. 

During the first three years of 
the World War. Professor Bonn oc- 
cupied the position of visiting Pro- 
fessor successively at the Universi- 
ties of California, Wisconsin, and 
Cornell. He has lectured also at the 
Institute of Politics at Williams- 
town. The speaker has written a 
number of treatises dealing with 
American and European economics 
and politics. He is at present pre- 
paring a pamphlet on "New Factors 
Affecting War" for the Royal In- 
stitute of International Affairs. 

.\fter his address at McGill. Pro- 
fessor Bonn is scheduled to deliver 
lectures on allied topics at Queen's 
Toronto, and Coliunbia, as well as 
to several American learned so- 
cieties.

Injuries Galore. 

Apart from Bob Efdalle's head, 
which incidentally required 3 
or 4 stiichei. a.id Lacgston's 
less serious cut, ùie architects 
escaped w.T.h only sUsiii bumps 
and bruiies. The lady archi- 
tects and Mrs. Wilson, in par- 
ticular, were very lucky and 
suffered nothing more than a 
rather shaken up feeling.

Siiu't :jif s-.an of hosiiliLies, there has 
been niarkeu imcresi sjiown in the ractltods 
employed lo deseminate war jiews. Like- 
wise considerable attention hat been paid 
to lilt decree of renrieiion placed upon tlie 
expreiîiQD o: lndi^•mulil opinion on these 
topic; . — 

'W'îti, iiii? ii. mind it i; oppo.nune lo 
consider wna: it meant by "the right to 
ireedom of speech" especially under war- 
iiiee conditions. 

We may grant at the outset man't 
jjght to I'reedoir. of speech. However, the 
^word "I'reedom'', as used here, must be 
defined I' i- oii"j(.iu- •.n'.-i. i!in' !;i't.".i'.!ii: o! 
speech ui'jiiu: ;reeuuii. \l .-jjeiu; tut ini'.ii — 
as one eees it. — -It does not give anyone the 
jight to lie. even when the lawt of tiit land 
don't forbid it. Again the right to ireedoin 
of speech is limited to the known rights of 
othert, eithe.' individuals or the state. Thus 
^e have lawi against libel, pcrjurj' and 
.sédition. 

Jn shon it inu,^' be realiied that this 
freedom of tiie written or spoken word can 
and must be of a restricted nature. 

Jience liie government, in time of war, 
has a periec". i-igiit it> censor the utierancee 
of its citiienfe, v. tue saiety of tiit nation 
is &t stake. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, tiiat such censorship must be guided 
carefully. Tiie restriction of public utter- 
ances, in a democracy, ie a serious step to 
take Hence in blunt wordi=. no govern- 
ment lia* the rigiit, under the pretext of 
Kj&r. to unloose a censorship any stricter 
ithan i.' abtoluicly necessary lor the preser- 
■vation ol nHtJonal security. 

Any touud «y.>u^ui uf etiiice recognizes 
ittiBt the existence of n ngiit calih into being 
& oorre^ponriij.p duly. Hcncf: once tiie citi- 
zens of il cuuiitry lay claaii lo the moral 
right to speak freely, they shoulder the 
burdeH: tin 'Juty^ tin ruijon^LljUily of using 
apd no'. abu«jiig this liberty, buice war- 
time conditions exist, and sinoe definite 
■censorthip under the A\'ar-MeaRure« Act, 
is at present imposed on the country, the 
Abov.e mentioned duty fails upon two 
•cUfiSfiS of people. Thow whose utterances 
Djjgbt conflict with the censorship laws,

Ai this, (he fourth Aniiuiil Riiginecrlng 
Daily comes off the presse.":, many sludcniji 
would be interested in knowing why this 
unique event takes place each year; and since 
we, as a Faculty, are proud of our venture ln(o 
(he realms of journalism, your roporler has 
been bothering the life out of everybody in 
general hn- the past few days, trying lo learn 
the circumstances behind the first, history-mak- 
ing Engineering Daily. 

It seems that during the winter of 1036, 
the Managing Board ot (he Daily, headed by 
John H. McDonald, came in for more than its 
fair share of criticism— constructive and other- 
wise — of policy, management, and everything 
that goe; to make up a daily paper. In des- 
peration they asked that their attackers hold 
an organizational meeting and publish a Daily 
as they thought it should be published. It so 
happened that several enlightened students of 
Eng. 'S9 were the only critics with good inten- 
tions, and so they formed an Engineering 
board, headed by Fritz Dugal; and accordingly 
on March 12, 1936, the first Engineering Daily 
was in the hands of the student body ot McGiU. 
It was an instant success, and the Engineering 
Undergrsduates Society decided that, subject to 
the aproval of the Managing Board ot the Daily 
each year, it should be an annual «vent. Such 
permission ha> never been withheld, indeed 
the Daily "regulars" have proved themselves 
ready to help us with the small, technical de- 
uils eonnectad with the actual publiihlng of 
a Daily. 

The tint Engineering Daily camt at a time 
when even the Engineeri were ready to resign 
thefflselvet to the fate predicted by the other 
facultiea. They boasted that they were loo busy 
to Uke any part in txlra-curricular acllvities. 
They had no interealiiii; anything around Mc- 
GiU except the Eniinetrinf Building. In short, 
they had gone atalt. on themselves, and were 
not trying to do anything about it. In taking 
over the Daily for just one nifjhl, they Uckled 
* t«rrifie Job--for an Engineering Dally is a 
Faculty project, not the product of the minds of 
some half dozen people. Thty allompttd gome, 
thing which had not the remolegl conneotlon 
with Enginewingand thty found that thty could 
da the job! By euccessfuUy publishing this 
Dsily for f*>ur years in a row, we have provtd 
to MoGill in gtntral and to ouraelvH in pard- 
cular that wt do not have to tat, alatp and 
Jivt Engintoring— that we can lake otjr rightful 
place with the olher faculties an a pari nf Mc- 
GiU Univtrsily, in our work, in otir play, and 
in our eiclra-eurrioular aclivi(le«.

When com meal U treated with a 
suitable solvent, thera U obtained a 
solution of zein, a proleln-likt tub- 
stance. The xein ii forced through 
liny orifices, coming out as fila- 
ments many times finer than a hair. 
These are coagulated In a bath ot 
formaldehyde. The filaments are 
withdrawn and heat appllert; thli 
dries them and also helps to brin? 
about further reaction, resulung in 
s tough, elastic thread. When the 
filaments are twisted Into yarns, the 
latter can be woven into textile 
fabrics. The Com Products Refln< 
ing Company ot New York Is 
manufacturing this material. 

Another synthetic silk which 
promises to be a headache for thi 
Japanese silk industry is Nylon 
manufactured by the great du Pent 
organization. This remarkable pro- 
duct could be seen at the New 
York World's Fair, adorning the 
legs of the personable youtig guides 
in the du Pont exhibit. Although 
the manufacture ot nylon is some- 
what involved, the raw materials 
are limple enough— coal. air. and 
water. The woven product rivals 
natural silk in beauty, exceeding its 
wearing quality, elasticity and re- 
sistance to dtttrioration by repeated 
washing. 

Also made from the same raw; 
materials is Lucite, a synthetic | 
resin about halt as heavy as glass, 
more transparent, and not brittle 
It therefore will not shatter, re- 
duces glare due to reflection of 
light, and most wonderful of all. 
light entering one end of a rod 
which has be«n twisted into knots 
will com* out ot the othtr tnd not 
greatly diminished! 

Beautiful snow-white plastics for 
butchers' scales, counters, piano 
keys, «tc,, are made from the afore- 
mtnliontd formaldehyde plus urea. 
Uvea in turn is synthesized at the 
du Pont plant from ammonii and 
carl>on dioxide.

TWENXr-TWO STUDE.\T8 VOL- 
UNTEER FOR EXPEROOENT TO 
TEST EFFECTS OF GELATIN 

Cam'oridge, Mass. — Twenty-two 
students, mostly Freshmen, have 
volunteered to act as guinea pigs 
in e novel experiment which the 
University is sponsoring, David B. 
Dill, professor of Industrial Physio- 
logy, announced yesterday. The 
object of the experiment is to 
determine whether gelatin ii the 
miracle food it is claimed to be. 

Since October 1 liiese 22 guinea 
pigs have lived under a rigid 
training regimen. Assistant Track 
Coach Bill Neufeld has had them 
entirely under his control, and has 
given them about the same sort ol 
training tlial jniddJt distance run- 
ners uriderj^o llov/tver. there hav« 
been no rtitnclioiis on tlicir diet. 
Feeding btarls Next Jttontb. 

Early next month Dill, who hat 
been with the Fatigue Laboratory 
ever since its organization in 1027, 
will still fccd.jjK Jijs gijiiloa pigs 
an ounce o/ gilaUn a duy. Nol in 
dessert form ti-.i.s gelatin is djy and 
must be washed down with cold 
water. 

The amount of gelatin in the 
ordinary dc&scrt, he pointed out, is 
probably ic£E than one tentli ol an 
ounce. No one knows the exact 
clicmical formula of gelatin; it is a 
complex protein containing carbon, 
hydrogen, oxygen, and nitrogen.

Tiirfural, an organic compound 
imporlani in ntakliig prcscrv.ilivo.t, 
di-'infectanl.'!. doodoraiils ami paint 
rentovers, can now bo derived from 
colloiisced hiill.i, Tlip process is be- 
ing pcrfeclcd at the University of 
Tennessee. Xylose, a rare, non- 
fermenting wood sugar, la already 
being exlraclrd from Uir hull.';, 
who.se chief use until now has been 
as a rouKhagc feed for livestock. 

Sugarcane bngasse is one of the 
most plentiful aRriciiltiiral waste 
producU. It cnn be made into sev- 
eral grades of synlhelic resin lor 
costs far below that of any" rosin 
now mi the market. Bagasse, baled 
and delivered, costs about 8 dollars 
a ton. On this basis, resin of a 
grade as strong and useful as baké- 
lite may be made at a material cost 
of 4^ cents a pound. A cheaper 
quality may be made for slightly 
over 2 cents a pound. 

In the United States, mica has al- 
ways been imported. Now it seems 
probable that the U. S. can become 
independent of outside sources. At 
the Sixteenth Colloid Symposium 
of the American Chemical Sociely, 
held at Stanfoi'd University, Pro- 
lessor Enist A. Hauser, of M. I. T. 
announced a substitute lor mineral 
mica, made from clay. The first 
samples of "alsifilm," as it is 
known, deteriorated after soaking 
in water, but the latest improved 
form is almost completely imper- 
vious to water; it is also resi.5tant 
to oils and other organic solvents, 
and heat and flame do not effect it 
very appreciably. Interestingly, it is 
not only like mica physically, but 
has a very similar chemical com- 
position. 

Brazil may soon find excellent 
uses lor her huge coffee surplus. 
The H. S. Polin Laboratory of Re- 
search in Physics has develojied a 
plastic made entirely from green 
coffee-beans. The product may be 
made thermo-plastic or thermo- 
setting; the coffee-bean is the 
source of the catalysis, plasticizer, 
filler, and even the colouring dyes. 
Green, red, brown, yellow, mahog- 
any and black piaslic may be ob- 
tained. The plastic can be mould- 
ed, and readily worked with wood- 
v/orking tools. The wearing qual- 
ity, which is comparable with the 
finest linoleum, suggests its great 
possibilities as a floor covering. It 
résista common solvents like weak 
acids and bases, oils, ketones, and 
so on. Its dielectric properties 
make it a fairly good electrical In- 
sulation, 

Among the by-producis of its 
inanu/acture are vegetable dyes, 
colour indicators in chemiitry, and 
coffee oil. The latter may be used 
as a cooking oil, as a mixing oil 
for paints, and in pharmaceutical 
products. An emulsifying agent 
and a colloid-forming chemical are 
also by-productj.
